In the fighting for Bratislava in April 19^3 the railroad bridge over the 
Danube was left in ruins. A new bridge now under construction will he. . * 

completed in the second half of next year. The Skoda and Vitkovice factories 
are supplying materials for it, hut, heoause of the large number of for- V( 

eign orders they have to fill, they will not he able*' to deliver all the v> 

material as soon as coult he hoped. 

The new bridge will enable rail traffic to reach Adriatic ports 
directly through western Hungary and through the Yugoslav cities of 
K^rivnica and Zagreb, without going through Austria as is done now. 

This will afford a considerable saving in customs tea Iff s alone. 

The bridge will have seven spans, the middle one being 90 meters 
long. The two end spans will be 30 peters long each; the others, 75 
meters. The 75-meter spans will be supplied bj the Vitkovice Ironworks, 
the others will oame from Skoda. The bridge will be 500 maters long Jb±cJ . 


The bridge will be built in so-called "rhombic sections." 

Two hundred twenty carloads of iron are being usetf for the structure. 

Fifty oarloeic of scran from the old bridge have been hauled away by 
rail so far, and a great dtal nmains. Tt will be cleaned up by eu&nnsr. 


SLOVAKIA BRIDGE RESTORED — Pravda, Ho 73, 27 Mar k9 

The restored Masaryk Bridge across the Vhh at Pleat' any will soon 
be opened for public use. The original bridge, 252 meters long, wao one 
of the longest in Slovakia. German troops, during their retreat in 19^5, 
destroyed four sections of this bridge, tot&l&M 1^3 meters in length. 
Restoration was ecocmplished within the plaunedt ime . After a load test on 
29 March, the bridge will be reopened to traffic. Total expense of 
restoration amounts to 10,800,000 crowns.
